UNKNOWN ‘ART LOVER’ 
SCRATCHES CULTURE SURFACE 


The .card on the wall read: 
“Every Steps,” Rogelio Polesello, 
Buenos Aires. But the wall at the 
end of the main hall displayed 
nothing but a coiled fire hose 
behind the glass door. The paint- 
ing—one of the exhibition of 
South American artists that graced 
the campus during the month of 
September — was retired to the 
Art Department on September 19, 
a casualty in the war between 
culture and ignorance. 

_ What happened, or better yet, 
how did it happen, in a school 
population of serious and open- 
minded students? The painting, 
an abstract 102 inches by 71 
inches (valued at approximately 
$1000), had a large area of black 
filling most of the lower half. On 
Monday, someone felt moved to 
add his own impressions, by 
scratching the paint to the canvas 


background. 

It. was the act of a person with 
no scriples and little intelligence. 
Mr. Butterbaugh, of the Art De- 
partment, in discussing the de- 
facement, likened the »incident to 
the sort of primitive mentality 
and negative instinct that moti- 
vates the Klu Klux Klan and their 
ilk. 

“It follows,” he said, ‘these 
people see something, such as this 
painting, which they can’t under- 
stand, and rather than try to un- 
derstand it, they resent it. They 
try to destroy it.” 

The general opinion is that this 
was not the doing of a Hartnell 
student. Works of art have been 
displayed in the gallery, the li- 
brary and the main hall a num- 
ber of times, and never before has 
anything been damaged. ‘The ex- 
hibitions instead have met with
